I* Although Latin America and Africa are rich in 

natural resources, not all of these have been developed to 
their fullest potential, 

2, The wealth of both Latin .^^merica and Africa is 

controlled by a relatively small segment of the 
total population, 

J, Insufficient investment of capital has hindered the 
development of industi-y in Latin America and Africa, 

4, Economically, both Latin America and Africa still, 
depend largely on the export of agricultural staple 
products and minerals, 

5, Many countries in Latin America and Africa lack a 
diversified economy, 

6, Lack of transportation and conriiunlcatlon has hindered 
the developmoiit of Industry In these two areas. 
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7* Various economic systems and various levels of 

economic development exist In both Latin America and Africa. 

8. Wants and needs of the people, education, wealth, advances in 
technology, distribution of natural resources, and geographical 
conditions ^11 have a direct bearing on the development of the 
economy in these two areas. 

9* There Is a direct relationship between the degree of development 
of the economies in Latin America and Africa and the extent to 
which these areas are involved in world trade. 

10. The social and political systems of a country may help or 
hinder its economy to develop.
